the few great leaders who have 
to carry out their programs 
"soul-force" and non-vio- 
than by coercion. 
He said Gandhi > use of "soul- 
force" or moral persuasion distin- 
guished him from almost all other 
great political leaders. 

Jacob John, graduate student in 
public health from Tranvancore 
State in southern India, told about 
Gandhi's life. 

"When Gandhi died", said John, 
"he was the poorest man in India". 
He emphasized that while Oandhl 
collected vast sums of money for 
charitable purposes, he saved noth- 
ing for himself, and was absolutely 
penniless when he died. 

John and J. J. Ghia. an engi- 
neering student from Santa Cruz. 
■ suburb of Bombay, agreed in an 
interview that Gandhi's death made 
major outbreaks of violence be- 
tween Moslems and Hindus much 
more likely. Ghia. who met and 
talked to Gandhi in 1939. said the 
Mahatma s influence has in the past 
prevented civil war. 

Both John and Ghia agreed that 
no one could replace Gandhi as a 
political and spiritual leader. John 
expressed the belief that "Gandhi's 
death was the greatest 
ever experienced by India. 

Syd Husain. graduaie

Lafayette Studio 
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Bubble Screen Used 
To Protect US Subs 

LOS ANGELES OJ.P/i— An un- 
der water 'screen" of air bubbles 
kept a tone quiet around a dock used 
for sound experiments at Peari 
Harbor when that port was at its 
noisy wartime peak, scientists re- 
vealed at a meeting of the Acous- 
tical Society of America. 

Details of the ingenious device 
were told by representatives of the 
Navy and the Western Electric Co. 

The Navy developed the screen 
to can v on noise-reduction experi- 
ments on U. S. submarines, to make 
them less detectable. A pipe was 
installed across the bottom of the 
open end of a floating repair dock, 
letting a screen of air bubbles flow 
to the surface. 

This barrier was comparatively 
easy to install, did not interfere 
with submarines entering or leav- 
ing, and kept out ocean surface oil 
as well as low and hign frequency 
noises.
